THE-SIGNAL SERVICE. 

General Logan’s bill to separate the 
weather part of the Signal Service 
from the War Department creates a 
good deal of talk and unfavorable com- 
ment among army officers. The fact 
that the Illinois Senator and the Gen- 
eral of the army are on the very worst 
terms is well known. Sherman is rep- 
resented as very angry that Secretary 
Lincoln recommended in his annual 
report that the Signal Service be de- 
tached from the army, and the fact 
that he did is attributed to Logan’s 
influence, The Logan bill does not 
disturb Hazen’s position, but deprives 
him of all command except over a 
Major and half a dozen Lieutenants. 
The points made by army officers 
against the proposed change are that 
in addition to a corps of observers 
there will have to be a corps “of line- 
mea to do the work of construction 
and repairs, now done by soldiers at 
no extra expense to the Government; 
that as most of the signal stations now 
are at forts, the transfer ot the ser- 
vice to the Interior Department will 
necessitate the maintenance of a con- 
siderable number of additional posts, 
and the army cannot be cailed on, as 
it now is, to aid signal.men whenever 
there is temporary need of extra men. 


COST OF ARMIES. 


The fact that Germany maintains 
the most powerful army on earth at an 
expense of $75,000,000 a vear makes 
the expenditure ot $31,287,495 on our 
little handful of soldiers in one year 
seem absurdly extravagant, but the 
statistics are still worse as to our navy. 
The estimate for the naval establish- 
ment during the fiscal year is $23,836,- 
394. But while our army is an efficient, 
although meager body, the navy is al- 
most worthless. Not that the officers 
and seamen, who put together are 
about half equal to the number in the 
army, are not competent, but tlie Gov- 
ernment is not the possessor of une re- 
spectable ship of war, although money 
enough to establish a powerful navy 
has been expended. If the era of pros- 
perity has dawned upon Washington, 
as some intimate, the $55,123,879 pro 
posed for the maintainance of : the 
army and navy next year can be re- 
duced about one-half without injury 
to the service. . 


There has bsen an epidemic of 
crime during the past few days. Yes- 
_terday about a dozen cases were re- 
ported in different parts of the country. 
To-day nearly as many, none of very 
unusual character and tke victims 
were not remarkably prominent.

Smuggling Chinese Slaves Into the 
Country. 
San Francisco, Dec. 25. 
A Victoria, B. C., dispatch says: 
By the steamer Valmer there arrived 


50 | at this port 40 Chinese women, 32 of 


whom were sold to Chinamen who 
reside in the United States, and the 
remaining eight are reserved for this 
place. Yesterday two Chinamen who 
worked to secure a woman brought 
suit before the Chief Justice on a writ 
of habeas corpus, alleging -they were 
forcibly detained. The women, how- 
ever, swore they were free agents and 
the case was dismissed. In the course 
of the investigation it was found that 
32 women who went to the American 
side were disguised as Indian women. 
It is feared this traffic in human 
beings will be carried on at this port 
on a larger scale next year.

A BARLEY THIEF. 


A Half-breed who Steals because 
he Can’t Help it. 
{Modoc Indepexdent.] 

On Saturday last Vonstable Roberts 
of Cedarville arrived here with a man 
named Joe Fish, who was charged 
with steaiing barley. It seems that in 


2,800 pounds of barley belonging to 
Wm. Hudspeth, and sold the same to 
L. Woldenburg & Co. of Cedarville. 
Hudspeth caused the man to be ar- 
rested, and upon being taken before 
Justice Long he plead guilty to the 
charge, and was by the Court re- 
manded to the county jail to await 
trial in the Superior Court. He was 
placed in the jail Saturday night and 
kept there over Sunday. The Sheriff, 
not considering him a desperate char- 
acter, did not take the precaution to 
lock him in a cell, but allowed him al] 


the room in the jail. On Mouday 
morning Deputy Stanley went tu the 
jail with the prisoner’s breakfastf but 
found the jail vacant. <A subsequent 
inspection revealed the fact that Fish 
had wrenched an iron fastening from 
one of the cell doors, and with this he 
went to work on the hinges of the 
outer door and succeeded in prying 
them off, thus gaining admittance to 
the yard surrounding the jail. To 
scale the outer wall was an easy job, 
and Fish was soon a free man. As soon 
as the escape was made known Sher- 
iff Weller ate preparations for his 
recapture. Constable Dean and H.G. 
Payne were started out io different 
directions, while Mr. Weller, after 
following the track for a while became 
convinced that he had gone back to 
Cedarville, and headed at once for that 
place. Upon arriving at Cedarville, 
Mr. Weller learned that Fish had been 
there and that he had procured a 
horse and supply of provisions from 
Charles Romero, and had gone on, Mr. 
Weller enlisted the services of Miles 
Morgan and William Hearn and sent 
them east tothe cattle camps while 
he himself took the road to Reno. 
Morgan and Hearn took a cut and 
went directly to Murdock’s camp in 
49 canyon, where they found the man 
they wanted and took him in charge. 
He stated to them that after escaping 
from the jail Sunday night and went 
te Jackson’s ranch, five miles above 
town, and being acquainted with the 
vaqueros on the ranch, he succeeded 
in borrowing a horse to ride to Cedar- 
ville, and when he got to that place he 
procured a fresh horse and intended to 
to Idaho. Fish is a half-breed and 
as been in this county for several 
years. He is a natural born thief and 
has been in our county jail once or 
twice before, en charges of petit lar 
ceny. He willio all probability b2 
sent to State Prison, where his thiev-- 
ing propensities will be curtailed for 
a few years at least.

Murder in High Life. 
_Uxiontown, Dec. 25. 
There is most intense excitement 
over the report that Captain A. C. 
Nutt, cashier of the Pennsylvania 
State Treasury, has been shot in a 
room in Jenning’s Hotel and killed by 
N. L. Dukes, a well known member 
of the Fayette county bar and member- 


elect of the State Legislature. The 
hotel was soon surrounded by citizens. 
Captain Nutt had just returned from 
Harrisburg to spend the holidays with 
his family and left home with his 
nephew, Breckenridge, stating that 
he had some important business at 
the hotel with Dukes. On the way 
there he said that he had received 
seme infamous letters from Dukes and 
wanted an understanding. Thetwomen 
went to the hotel and Nutt started up 
to Dukes’room. Breckenridge followec, 
but stopped on the stairs tc speak tu 
the hotel proprietor’s son. While con- 
versing, scuffling was heard .in the 
room and both ran up to separate the 
combatants, who were found on the 
floor, clinched, in a terrible struggle. 
They were parted, but Dukes drew a 
revolver and said: “You came in here 
to whip me and‘so I shoot,” at the 
same time firing. The ball took effect 
just below Nutt’s left eye, penetrating 
the brain and killing him instantly. 
Dukes then quietly walked down 
stairs where he was arrested. What 
was io the letters, or the motive which 
led to the murder, is still a mystery.

RAILROAD TAX SUITS, 


The Ex-Governor Entertains His 
Friends at Dinner. 


WasHINGTON, Dec. 25. - 
. The case of the county of San Ma- 
teo vs. Southern Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany was argued before the Supreme 
Coyrt last week. The company ar- 
gued that the organic law of Califor- 
nia, which refused to exempt from 
taxation property of the railroad com- 


panies and other public corporations, 
was in violation of the provisions of 
the Constitution of the United States, 
which guarantees equal protection of 
the laws to all persons. If this case is 
decided in tavor of the railroad com- 
pany it will practically except from 
proper taxation not only the Southern 
Pacific but the Central Pacific and all 
other roads in California, and will also 
require other States having a system 
cf taxation analagous to that of Cali- 
fornia to deduct from the assessed val- 
uation of railroads the amount of 
mortgage given by these corporations 
on their plant and equipment. The 
San Mateo case came to the Supreme 
Court on appeal trom the United 
States Court for the District of Cali- 
fornia, where Mr. Justice Field 
and Judge Sawyer united in ren- 
dering a decision in favor of the 
railroad company. The array of coun- 
sel in the Supreme Court on behalf of 
the railroad greatly exceeded that of 
opponents. Ex-Senator Conkling, 
Judge Edmonds and Judge Sander-- 
son of San Francisco represented the 
company. The sympathy of Justice 
Field with counsel for the railroad 
company while the case was being 
argued was remarked in the court 
room, but it attracted little attention, 
because the former decision of this 
eminent jurist was known to have 
been in their favor. Much averse 
criticism of Justice Field has, how- 
éver, been caused by events that trans- 
pired after the conclusion of the argu- 
ments. Speech-making ended last 
Thursday. Ex-Governor Leland Stan- 
ford of the Central Pacific Railroad, 
an interested corporation, was in the 
court room during the greater part of 
the hearing. He gave a dinner party 
Thursday night at Chamberlin’s res— 
taurant in this city to Mr. Conkling, 
and Mr. Sanderson and other attorneys 
for the company. Justice Field at- 
tended this party. He drove early 
Thursday evening to the Arlington 
Hotel, where Mr. Sanderson was stop- 
ping, and inquired for that gentleman. 
Finding that he had gone to Cham- 
berlin’s to dine with Governor Stan- 
ford, the Justice was driven to the 
restaurant where he joined the party 
and remained with them for a consid- 
erable time. It is not believed by 
friends of Justice Field that he is un- 
der the influence of the railroads of 
California, but great. surprise is ex- 
pressed that he should have descended 
trom the Supreme bench, after hearing 
a case in which the railroads of Cali- 
fornia are concerned, to dine with the 
party chiefly interested in the decision 


of the Court and its atterneys.
